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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicants arguments filed December 30, 2004 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. The Applicant argues that the Brusewitz reference fails to 
teach or suggest capturing a motion image sequence while also simultaneously 
capturing a still image sequence at a lower frame rate than the motion image sequence. 
The Examiner respectfully disagrees because Brusewitz teaches that a user enters a 
command in order to have the camera capture a single high resolution still image, 
meaning that the user may enter the command whenever the user desires. Therefore, 
when the user enters the command more than once a sequence of still images will be 
achieved. . 

The Applicant also argues that the Brusewitz reference fails to teach a means for 
automatically providing a repeating sequence of full resolution image frames regularly 
interspersed between reduced resolution image frames. The Examiner respectfully 
disagrees because in the Brusewitz reference whenever the command is given to have 
the camera capture a single high resolution still image it will automatically be followed 
by reduced resolution image frames until the command for the high resolution image is 
given again; and since the command for high resolution images may be given more 
than once the camera automatically provides a full resolution sequence that is regularly 
interspersed between reduced resolution image frames. 

The Examiner understands the Applicant's invention, however the Office feels 
that the claims are still too broad and that the Brusewitz reference can still be applied to 
the claims to overcome their limitations.
